New Wo rld Then Linked 
Old On That Date 
By Co lumbus 


By The Asso ciated Press. 
WATLING ISLAND, Oct. 12. 149 2. 
—Christopher Columbus today dis­ 
covered America. 
The intrepid Italian explorer, sail­ 
ing under the flag of Spain, linked 
the new world with an heretofore 
unknown old w’orld. 
An 
epochal feat of navigation, 
until this time considered an im­ 
possibility, even in his ow’n country, 
Columbus said the voyage required 
70 days. 
Her white sails sparkling over the 
horizon, 
the discoverer’s flagship, 
the 
Santa 
Maria, 
burst 
suddenly 
into sight, surprising the populace. 
Close behind tracked the Caravels 
Pinta and Nina which accompanied 
him. 
Columbus, 
who 
was 
christened 
Christoforo Colombo and is called 
by his men the Spanish Cristobal 
Colon, set sail from Huelva August 
3. 
The real exploration began Sep­ 
tember 6, when he left the Canary 
Islands, then the last knowm w’est- 
ernmost point. 
In the vicinity of these islands, 
the explorer explained, his interest 
first W’as attracted to the possibili­ 
ties of voyages to the west to prove 
his belief the w’orld wras round. 
“My happiness is overwhelming,” 
Columbus said as ships’ reporters 
met him on the gangplank. “For 
years I have argued wuth scientists 
that the world w’as globular, sim­ 
ilar to an egg, but they insisted 
I’d fall off if I sailed far enough 
w’est. 
“The last phases of this voyage 
W’ere almost as bitter as the long 
years of ridicule,” he said, adding 
“since my men threatened several 
times to mutiny, once particularly 
w’hen the magnetic compass needle 
varied, and begged constantly to 
be allowed to turn back toward 
Spain.” 
Columbus, 
his 
reddish 
beard 
bristling as he spoke, beamed in 
every line of his long countenance 
and the glow of his joy spread 
through his slightly above average 
height. 
His 
blue 
eyes 
sparkled 
clearly under the w’hite-gray hair as 
he told of the seven long years in 
W’hich he sought support for his 
venture.

Capone "without a bodyguard, sat 
glumly at a counsel table today and 
heard his private affairs discussed 
before a jury in United States cir- 
court court. 
He was on trial for 
income tax evasion. 
Philip D’ Andrea, Capone’s com­ 
panion during the trial, w’as in the 
county jail, facing a contempt of 
court charge for bringing a pistol | 
into court. 
Capone’s 
attorneys 
w’ere 
busy 
making light of the government’s 
testimony in his income tax trial. 
It was all old stuff to Capone— 
how he naid $12,500 for automo­ 
biles, $27.5u for shirts, $4.9 5 for 
neckties—and the gang lord paid it 
no heed. 
For a man who never paid an in­ 
come tax, the government attempted 
to show that Capone w’as consider­ 
able of a spendthrift. 
When he 
wanted an automobile he ordered 
one especially made to suit his pur­ 
poses and paid $12,500 for it. When 
he ran short of shirts, he stopped 
in at a large Loop department store, 
ordered a dozen custom made, at 
from $18 to $27.50 each. 
Furniture purchased in 19 28 for 
the Palm Island Florida estate of 
the gangster cost $7,28 9 .15 and was 
promptly paid for, 
testified Jean 
Rieves, bookkeeper. 
It included a 
$60 pair of Chinese bow’ls and a 
“cellarette.” price not stated. 
Capone’s 
preference 
for 
ele­ 
phants carved from ivory as orna­ 
ments was revealed by F. L. Wehr- 
man, a furniture salesman, who said 
he 
sold 
Capone 
“between 
$3,000 
and $4,000 w’orth of home furnish­ 
ings” during 19 27, '28 , and '29 . Sev­ 
eral 
items 
for 
“elephants” 
w’ere 
listed.

Twenty guardsmen, protected by 
a machine gun squad and followed 
by 250 troops, marched into a group 
of 150 farmers. 
The men refused 
to disperse and General Find Ley 
ordered the troopers to advance up­ 
on them with drawn bayonets. 
The crowd threw their hands in 
the air to show they were unarmed 
and scoffed at the soldiers. 
“Hang me, shoot me, arrest me,” 
Henry Connor, leader of the group 
cried. 
He was arrested and brought to 
Mount Pleasant pending the filing 
of a civil charge.

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CHRISTOPHER COLUMBUS 
In many cities the lead in the ob serv­ 
ance of Columb us Day is left to citizens of 
Italian origin. 
This is much more credit­ 
ab le to those of foreign lineage than to 
those who b oast of their colonial heritage. 
It is most natural that Italian emotions 
should b e aroused 
in 
connection 
with 
Christopher Columb us. 
He is outstand­ 
ing among Italian great men. 
But it is not so easy to understand wliy 
others in this and other cities should not 
find in Columb us an inspiration to do his 
memory honor. 
One need only recall the 
persistency with which this Genoese navi­ 
gator, fired b y the b ook of the Polos on 
their experience in Cathay, pressed his 
claims b efore the thrones of Portugal and 
Spain until finally 
royal 
approval was 
won, to admire the traits of character 
which b elonged to Columb us. 
Even if Columb us had not set sail or 
even made tre discoveries he did, his was 
a life to challenge respect. 
Without his 
explorations his name prob ab ly would not 
have b een handed down, b ut none the 
less in character and talent, he was an 
unusual man and everyone can ob serve 
his day today in the spirit not only of 
gratitude b ut of admiration.

A group of persons b earing the same 
family name is fairly 
assured 
that the 
name will go down many generations, b ut 
individtial 
man 
is 
‘‘poorly 
protected 
against exhaustion of his line of descend­ 
ants,’' the Metropolitan 
Life 
Insurance 
Company finds 
from 
analysis of the 
American census returns. 
The chances of an individual man in 
the first generation are 517.20 in 1,000 
that he will 
b e 
represented b y one or 
more males to carry on the family name. 
In the second generation these chances 
have dropped to 365.84 in 1,000; in the 
tliird of 292.35, in the fourth to 249.26, 
in the fifth to 221.17, in the tenth to 
161.19. 
In other words, this newly-b orn 
male child has b etter than even chances 
of having male offspring to carry on the 
family in the first generation, b ut in the 
tenth generation these chances have drop­ 
ped to a trifle more than one in six.”

population 
“every family must ultimately die out; 
that is, the chances of indefinite survival 
of any line of descent is, in this case, 
zero.” 
When the American age distrib u- 
lib ii “b ecomes adjusted to the existing 
fertility and mortality, there will remain 
only a very small margin of,excess of the 
b irthrate over the death rate. 
And this 
fact finds expression in another way in

particular individual,” the analysis shows. 
With a group of persons of the same 
surname, there seems to b e a guarantBe 
-T perpetuation. 
“Though the prob ab - 
laiity that a particular « John Jones just 
b orn will have no male descendants in the 
tenth generation is quite large, namely, 
84 in a 100, yet the chance that fifty dit- 
ferent newb orn Joneses shall all b e un- 
]-epresented b y males in the tenth gen­ 
eration in direct line is very small, ab out 
15 in 
100,000. 
The 
chance 
that 100 
newly-b orn Joneses shall all of them b e 
unrepresented in direct line in the tenth 
generation is 2 in 10,000,000.

tically means certainty of perpetuation of 
the name Jones.

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AND WHAT’S IN A NAME? 
From Hannib al Courier-Poat. 
The New York stock exchange, in ad­ 
vising b reakers to drop the term “ b ear 
raid” in market report references to sel­ 
ling movements that send stock prices 
down, has started an experiment in psy­ 
chology that will b e watched with inter­ 
est. 
The term is in b ad repute and b ear 
raids are held responsib le for the results 
in Wail street that have had disastrous 
effects over the country. Now many per­ 
sons will watch to see whether a concert­ 
ed selling movement that is not called a 
l^ear raid will have the same effect on 
prices as one that was known b y that 
designation. 
It isn’t so many years ago that anyone 
who questioned the legitimacy of short 
selling was looked upon as a littU irregu­ 
lar. 
Some even went so far as to call him 
a b olshevik. 
Politics was b lamed more 
recently for Senator Watson’s prediction 
that a senatorial investigation of short 
selling would come after congress gets 
going. 
But now the b oard of directors of the 
United States Chamb er of Commerce has 
asked the New York stock exchange to 
curb the selling of stock not owned b y the 
seller.

Infantile paralysis is a disease 
of late summer and autumn. There 
are 
always a small 
numb er 
of 
cases in the United States some­ 
where. 
T hi s 
year the Atlantic 
seab oard has had 
a severe epidem­ 
ic. 
The disease is 
clue to infection 
with a germ or 
one of the filter­ 
ab le viruses. 
It 
damages the ner- 
v o u s 
s y s t e m 
with especial fe­ 
rocity. The mys­ 
terious feature of 
the disease is to 
explain how the 
germ gets to the nervous system 
without 
affecting 
any 
superficial 
structures. 
Most 
infections 
show b y what 
path they enter the b ody. Typhoid 
fever is conveyed b y water or food 
and is ab sorb ed through the diges­ 
tive 
tract, 
leaving 
inflammatory 
patches in the intestines at the 
point 
of 
entrance. 
Diphtheria 
is 
air b orne and the signs of disease 
are all in the air passages. But, 
differing 
from 
these, 
infantile 
paralysis enters the b ody, passes 
mysteriously through all the outer 
defenses and attacks the ner\*ous 
system, well guarded and situated 
deeply inside the b ody structures. 
The theory is that it gets in through 
the nose or throat- b ut nothing cer­ 
tain is known. 
A way to explain the disease is to 
say that the virus has an affinity 
for 
the 
ner\oiis 
system—just 
as 
certain chemirals have an affinity 
foi 
other P is a very eiec- 


tive affinity b ecause the only part 
of the nervous system that is af­ 
fected are the central cells of the 
motor nerves. 
It is their destruc­ 
tion which causes the paralysis. 
Paralysis may b e caused b y dis­ 
ease of many different parts of the 
nervous system. It may b e com­ 
pared for purposes of understanding 
to a telephone exchange. 
If your 
telephone will not w'ork it may b e 
b ecause your own house set is out 
of whack—which would correspond 
to disease of the muscle itself. Or 
it may b e b ecause the wire from 
your house to the local exchange 
is b roken—similar to neurities, such 
as the victims of “Jake’' paralysis 
had. 
Or your local exchange may 
b e destroyed b y fire—and this Is 
the condition in Infantile paralysis. 
A last kind of telephone troub le 
would result from the control ex­ 
change 
b urning 
down—which 
is 
similar to what occurs in the paraly­ 
sis following apoplexy. 
Just as If your local telephone 
exchange b urned, central exchange 
could not get a call through to 
your house, so infantile paralysis 
the intermediary motor nerve cell 
in the spinal cord is destroyed and 
the motor center In the b rain can­ 
not get a voluntary impulse through 
to the nerve fib er that goes to the 
muscle 
controlled 
b y 
the 
spinal 
cord motor cell. 
The muscle is all 
right (until later, when it atrophies) 
and so is the nerve fib er and the 
b rain.

REPORT GIVEN ON 
CHURCH CONVENTION 


The Rev. A. W. Kokendoffer, pas­ 
tor of the F irst Christian church, 
Sunday 
morning 
reported 
to 
his 
congregation on the International 
Convention of the Disciples of Christ 
wiiich convened in Wichita, Kansas, 
Oct. 6 to 11, which he attended and 
which included the United States, 
Canada, and the ten countries where 
the Disciples have Mission stations. 
It is not a delegated body, rather a 
m ass meeting for reports, plans for 
future work, and inspirational ad­ 
dresses. 
No action taken is bind­ 
ing on any minister or church, only 
advisory and suggestive. 
The business of the convention is 
taken care of through a Committee 
on Recommendations, which meets 
daily during the sessions of the con­ 
vention. 
This committee represents 
every state in the Union, as well 
as Canada. 
All m atters of business 
are referred here, freely discussed, 
voted upon, and then reported to 
the convention. 
This body can then 
do one of three things, either ac­ 
cept .reject, or re-comit to the com­ 
mittee 
for 
further 
consideration. 
This gives much larger time for 
inspirational addresses. 
While the convention w'as not so 
largely attended as previous ones, 
due to location and the depression 
period, its sessions w'ere marked by 
greater interest, and a more de­ 
votional spirit. 
Breakfasts 
and 
luncheons 
were 
held daily. 
The former for Mis­ 
sionaries and Ministers, the latter 
for other departments of the church. 
At the breakfasts for Ministers only 
492 assembled to hear Ex-Bishop 
Fred B. Fisher of the M ^hodist 
Episcopal Church, now preaching at 
Ann Arbor, Michigan. 
This was a 
masterful 
address 
packed 
around 
the statement that the soul of the 
ministry was in the tody of the 
church. 
He gav^ another address 
to the convention in which he set 
forth his experiences as a bishop 
in India, and his reasons for seek­ 
ing 
retirement 
from 
that 
great 
office to return to the pastorate. 
Another fine address was made 
by A. Ray Petty, of K ansas City 
who came as a fraternal delegate 
from the Northern Baptist Associa­ 
tion. 
His greeting was most cor­ 
dial expressing regrets at the ac­ 
ceptance 
of 
the 
minority 
report 
made at the Cleveland Asso.ciation 
of a year or two ago touching over­ 
tures toward a closer fellowship be­ 
tween the two religious bodies. 
This convention marked progress 
in the work of the Disciples in 
spite of deficits and the period of 
depression. I te next convention will 
be held in Indianapolis, with a pos­ 
sibility of henceforth meeting bi­ 
ennially, instead of annually as at 
present.

The activity of the males will 
make some difference in regard to 
the number needed. 
In compara­ 
tively large flocks fewer males will 
be needed than where the rooster 
and hens are closely confined.

Is better to have a few more hens 
at the beginning of the season than 
Is needed so that there will be suffi­ 
cient even though some of them 
may become disabled or die.
